When  the  duties  on  goods  imported  (where  the 
sum  is  payable  by  one  person  or  co-partnership)  shall 
amount  to  more  than  fifty  dollars,  the  following  credit 
is  allowed  by  law,  except  where  any^  bond  on  which 
the  person  or  co-partnership  entering  such  goods, 
•wares  or  merchandize,  are  either  principal  or  secu- 
ritv,  and  which  being  due,  remains  undischarged.

chandise imported,  or  to  give  his,  her,  or  their  bond, 
to  the  collector  of  the  district  where  any  such  teas 
shall  be  landed,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  duties 
thereupon,  with  condition  for  the  payment  of  the  said  I 
duties,  in  two  years  from  the  d?.te  of  said  bond :  which 
bond  shall  be  accepted  by  such  collector  without  sure- 
ty, upon  the  terms  following  ;  that  is  to  say,  The  teas, 
for  the  duties  whereof  such  bond  shall  be  accepted, 
shall  be  deposited  at  the  expence  and  risk  of  the  im- 
porter or  importers,  in  one  or  more  store  house  or 
store  houses,  as  the  case  mav  require,  to  be  agreed 
upon,  &c.  The  said  teas  to  be  delivered  upon  bonsl 
being  given  with  one  or  more  surety  or  sureties,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  collector  ''if  the  same  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 100  dollars,  in  four  months  ;  if  above  100  dollars, 
and  not  exceeding  iOO  dollars,  in  ^ight  months  ;  or  if 
the  same  shall  exceed  500  dollars,  in  twelve  months  ;, 
so  that  the  term  of  credit  shall  not  extend  the  period 
beyond  two  years  from  the  time  of  depositing  the  said 
teas  ;  any  teas  remaining  after  the  term  of  two  years, 
to  be  sold  by  the  collector,  who  shall  return  the  sur- 
plus (after  paying  the  duties)  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers thereof."

been  committed,  and  that  the  same  have  been  notified 
in  writing  to  the  collector  of  the  said  district  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  the  return  term  aforesaid."

the  United  States,adjoiningto  the  dominions  of  Great 
Britain  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  the  dis- 
tricts on  the  rivers  Ohio  and  Missisippi. 

No  beer,  ale  or  porter,  to  be  imported  in  casks  of 
low  capacity  than  Forty  Gallons  betr  measure,  or  if 
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'In  bottles,  in  packages  less  than  Six  Dozen,  under 
i)  jenalty  of  forfeiture,  with  the  ship  or  vessel. 

No  refined  lump,  or  loaf  sugar,  shall  be  imported

sel, and  the  loal  or  lump  sugar  imported  therein, 
except  in  such  casks  or  packages  aforesaid. 

No  distilled  spirits,  (arrack  and  sweet  cordials  ex- 
cepted) to  be  imported  in  casks  or  vessels  of  less  ca- 
pacity than  Ninety  Gallons  wine  measure  on  pain  of 
Forfeiture,  with  the  ship  or  vessel,  nor  in  casks  or  ves- 
sels which  have  been  marked  pursuant  to  any  law  of 
the  United  States,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  the  said  re- 
fined loaf  or  lump  sugar,  and  distilled  spirits, togeth- 
er with  the  ship  or  vessel  :  Provided,  that  the  for- 
feiture shall  not  be  incurred  ou  "  any  spirits  imported

INFORMATION    GENERALLY. 

The  want  of  certificates  of  distilled  spirits,  wines, 
or  teas,  subjects  such  articles  to  seizure,  and  fifty  dol- 
lars fine,  if  such  certificates  are  not  delivered  to  the 
^purchaser;  and  if  any  cask,  chest,  vessel  or  case, 
containing  such  articles,  shall  be  found  in  the  posses- 
sion of  any  person,  without  being  marked,  and  not 
being  accompanied  wkh  a  certificate,  the  same  is  lia- 
ble to  seizure. 

On  the  sale  of  any  casks,  &c.   which  have  been 
marked*  the  marks  to  be  defaced  in  presence  of  some 
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officer  of  inspection  or  custom  ;  and  the  certificate  o: 
the  same  to  be  delivered  up,  under  penalty  of  out 
hundred  dollars,  with  costs  of  suit. 

Goods  from  foreign  ports  not  to  be  unladen  but 
between  sunrise  and  sunset,  without  special  licence, 
under  a  penalty  of  four  hundred  dollars  on  themaster 
and  every  other  person  concerned,  disability  from 
holding  any  office  under  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  seven  years,  and  being  advertised  in 
the  newspapers,  with  "forfeiture  of  the  goods  ;  and  if 
above  four  hundred  dollars,  value  of  the  vessel  and 
apparel. 

Goods  removed  before  guaged  and  weighed,  and  if 
wines,  spirits,  or  teas,  before  being  marked,  without 
permission,  are  forfeited. 

Persons  giving  or  offering  a  bribe,  forfeit  from  two 
hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars.  Inspectors  and  of- 
ficers of  revenue  cutters  may  go  on  board,  examine 
and  search  vessels,  have  free  access  to  the  cabin,  and 
seal  packages,  and  after  sunset  secure  the  hatches, 
&c. — Persons  in  charge  of  vessels,  for.  breaking  fas- 
tenings, but  in  presence  of  an  officer,  forfeit  two  hun-  j 
dred  dollars. 

Officers  may  seize  within  or  without  their  distric* 
—persons   resisting  or  impeding  them  forfeit  ft 
hundred  dollars. 

The  master  or  commander  of  any  vessel  that  shall 
obstruct  or  hinder  (or  be  the  cause  thereof)  any  of* 
ficer  of  the  revenue,  in  going  on  board  his  ship  or 
vessel,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  of 
the  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States,  forfeits  from, 
fifty  to  five  hundred  dollars. 

Register  Act.  Every  owner  of  a  vessel,  residing 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  to  swear  to 
the  register  within  ninety  days  after  its  being  grant* 
ed,  or  it  becomes  void,  and  the  vessel  and  cargo. pays 
foreign  tonnage  and  duty.

Goods  from  foreign  ports  not  to  be  unladen  buf 
between  sunrise  and  sunset,  without  special  licence, 
under  a  penalty  of  four  hundred  dollars  on  the  master 
And  every  other  person  concerned,  disability  from 
holding  any  office  under  the. government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  seven  years,  and  being  advertised  in 
the  newspapers,  with  forfeiture  of  the  goods  ;  and  if 
above  four  hundred  dollars,  value  of  the  vessel  and 
apparel. 

Goods  removed  before  gauged  and  weighed,  aad  if 
wines,  spirits,  or  teas,  before  being  marked,  v/itheul 
permission,  are  forfeited. 

Persons  giving  or  offering  a  bribe,  forfeit  from  two 
hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars,  inspectors  and  of* 
iicers  of  revenue  cutters  may  go  on  board,  examine 
and  search  vessels,  have  tree  access  to  the  cabin,  aiid 
seal  packages,  and  after,  sunset  secure  the  hatches, 
&c.~ Persons  in  charge  of  vessels,  for  breaking  fas- 
tenings, but  in  presence  of  an  officer,  forfeit  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Officers  may  seize  within  or  without  their  districts 
—persons  resisting  or  impeding  them  forfeit  four 
liundred  dollars. 

The  master  or  commander  of  any  vessel  that  shall 
obstruct  or  hinder  (or  fee  the  cause  thereof)  aay  of- 
ficer of  the  revenue,  in  going  on  board  his  ship  or 
vessel,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  of 
the  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States,  ferfeits  from 
fifty  to  five  liundred  dollars. 

Register  Act.  Every  owner  of  a  vessel,  residing 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  to  swear  to. 
the  register  within  ninety  days  after  its  being  grant- 
ed, or  it  becomes  void,  and  the  vdssd  and  cargo  pays 
foreign  tonnage  and  duty.

On  all  goods,  8cc.  (wines,  and  teas  excepted) 
from  any  other  place  than  Europe  and  the  West-In- 
dies, one  half  m  six  months,  one  fourth  in  nine 
months,  and  or,e  fourth  in  twelve  months. 
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On  teas  M  from  China  or  Europe,  may  be  deposited 
at  the  option  of  the  importer  or  importers  (to  be  de- 
termined at  the  time  of  making  entry  therefor)  either 
to  secure  the  duties  thereon,  on  the  same  terms  and 
stipulations  as  on  other  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dize imported,  or  to  give  his,  her,  or  their  bond  to 
the  collector  of  the  district  where  any  such  teas  shall 
belanded,in  double  the  amount  of  the  duties  thereup- 
on, with  condition  for  the  payment  of  the  said  duties, 
in  two  years  from  the  date  of  said  bond  :  which  bond 
shall  be  accepted  by  such  collector  without  surety, 
upon  the  terms  following:  that  it  is  to  say,  The  teas, 
for  the  duties  whereof  such  bond  shall  be  accepted 
shall  be  deposited  at  the  expence  and  risk  of  the  im- 
porter or  importers,  in  one  or  more  store  house  or 
store  houses,  as  the  case  may  require,  to  be  agreed 
upon,  &c.  The  said  teas  to  be  delivered  upon  bond 
being  given  with  one  or  moresureties,to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  collector,  "  if  the  same  shall  not  exceed 
100  dollars,  in  four  months;  if  above  100  dollars,and 
not  exceeding  500  dollars,  in  eight  months  ;  or  if  the 
same  shall  exceed  500dollars/m  twelve  ;  so  that  the 
term  of  credit  shall  not  extend  the  period  beyond  two 
years  from  the  time  of  depositing  the  said  teas  ;  any 
teas  remaining  after  the  term  of  two  years,tobe  sold 
by  the  collector,  who  shall  return  the  surplus  (after 
paving  the  duties)  to  the  owner, or  owners  thereof." 

When  the  bonds  given  for  duties  shall  become  clue, 
and  notdischarged,the  collector  to  prosecute  without 
delay  ;  and  in  case  of  insolvency  of  death,  the  United 
States  to  be  the  first  creditor,  "  and  if  any  executor, 
administrator,  assignee,  or  any  other  person  shall  pay 
iany  debt  due  by  the  person  or  estate,  for  whom  or 
Ifor  which  they  are  acting,previous  to  the  debt  or  debts 
[due  to  the  United  States'being  fully  satisfied  and  paid, 
Jshall  become  answerable  in  their  own  fierson  is?  estate 
for  the  same,  or  part  thereof  remainingunsatisfied." 
Ijwkireties  on  all  the  bonds  given  tor  duties,  shall  in 
case  of  insolvency  or  death  of  the  principal,  u  have 
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and  enjoy  the  like  advantages,  priority  or  preference 
for  the  recovery  and  receipt  of  said  money  out  of  the 
estate  and  effects  of  such  insolvent  or  deceased  prin- 
cipal, as  are  reserved  to  the  United  States." 

When  bonds  are  prosecuted  for  the  recovery  of  du- 
ties clue  to  the  United  States,  judgment  to  be  granted 
at  the  return  term,  "  unless  the  defendant  shall  in  o- 
pen  court,  the  United  States  Attorney  being  present, 
make  oath  or  affirmation  that  an  error  has  been 
committed  in  the  liquidation  of  the  duties  demanded 
upon  such  boud,specifving  the  errors  aliedged  to  have 
been  committed,  and  that  the  same  have  been  notified 
in  writing  to  the  collector  of  the  said  district  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  the  return  term  aforesaid."

holding  any  office  under  the  government  of  the  Uni-.| 
ted  States  "for  seven  years,  and  being  advertised  inl 
the  newspapers,  with  forfeiture  of  the  goods,  and  ifl 
above  four  hundred  dollars,  value  of  the  vessel  and 
apparel.
